Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is an image of a mobile phone displaying a close-up of a woman’s genitals. Its 
unrestricted availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. Exposing impressionable 
children and younger teenagers to such imagery may encourage them to regard photographing 
their genitals and sending images of them to others as normal and acceptable without an 
awareness of the potential repercussions involved. Older teenagers and adults will have a better 
awareness of the consequences associated with such an activity. A restriction to persons aged 16 
and over is considered sufficient to prevent this harm. 

While this restriction limits the right to freedom of expression as provided by the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990, it is demonstrably justifiable and is the lowest restriction applicable in the 
interest of preventing injury to the public good.
